Apartments Project) Series 2000 issued in May of 2000.

3. Approve a Resolution authorizing the negotiation and execution of a Community Housing Development
Organization (CI-IDO) Program loan in an amount not to exceed $100,000 to the Blackland Community
Development Corporation to assist in the rehabilitation of rental housing located at scattered sites on
Salina and Hast 22nd Streets.
